His merits had a p ersistent 
carry ing quality th at enabled them to outrun all 
his defects in the long distance test of memory . 
The thoughtful student rev iewing the life of 


that this custom originated in an age when 
there was a much greater tendency for p eop le 
to retire to liv es of sev ere asceticism. Peop le 
of th at ty p e would feel th at a p eriod of with­ 
drawal from ordinary worldly activ ities would 
bring human nature into a closer touch y ith 
sp iritual realities. 
Today we hav e gone on to a v ery p ractical 
age, when p eop le demand that any religious 
custom justify itself by results achiev ed for 
humanity . But the same old faults th at de­ 
based human life centuries ago still afflict us. 
There is the same selfish attitude, the same 
eager grasp ing for material things, the same 
Lincoln finds that early adv antages contributed 
disp osition to ignore the true meaning of life, 
largely to the building of a great career and 
^ we jlurry through this world, it is well to 
immortal fame. The boy Lincoln didn’t know 
agk from time to time, what are we here for, 
he was fortunate. He didn’t know the worth 
and what are we ex p ected to do, and what 
of being born in a log cabin, but there came a 
^o wer p laced us here? Lent offers answers to 
time when th at log cabin beginning was a 
thQse Questions. Not so many p eop le observ e 
p olitical asset not ov erlooked by the p oliticians 
who backed Lincoln. 
But the humble origin was more than a 
p olitical asset. It shap ed character and brought 
out qualities which made Lincoln not only 
President, but a great President and a great man. 
The early p ov erty p rov ided a discip line which 
enabled Lincoln to face all difficulties with 


those questions. 
Lent now by strenuous ex ercises of p hy sical 
self denial. But there are p lenty of them who 
do feel it beneficial to make some p ersonal 
sacrifices, who go slow on friv olous p ursuits, 
who listen to sp iritual v oices. There is no doubt 
th at such ones gain a benefit. 
The p resent age ov erdoes the p ursuit of p leas­ 
ure and material satisfactions. 
It driv es so 
fortitude and to deal with them with simp licity 
hard that the mind and body are worn out be- 
and directness. Of course, there hav e been many 
others born in p ov erty who were not bettered 
by it. The combination of brains and stamina 
and common sense which brought a Lincoln 
out of the hard env ironment of Lincoln boy ­ 
hood, is not of frequent occurrence. But un­ 
questionably th at log cabin beginning did help 
to make the Lincoln th at will liv e in the mem­ 
ories of mankind. 
And there is that remarkable quality about 
the grateful memory of Lincoln which, as p rob- 


fore their time. A benefit is gained merely by

H O 
I FEARED UST 


Tok y o, Feb. 6 (A3)—The rescue 
of six crew members of the sub­ 
m arine 1-63, which sank in the 
330-feet-deep Bungo channel on 
Thursday , was announced today 
by Japanese adm iralty . 
The fate of 81 others aboard 
the vessel—one of Jap an’s best 
underw ater craft—when she col­ 
lided w ith another submarine 
during maneuvers, rem ained un­ 
k nown. 
A brief communique gave the 
bare inform ation of the rescue 
and the adm iralty declined to 
furnish additional details. Offi­ 
cials said, however, tha t rescue 
operations were continuing. 


The sink ing of the 1-63 recalled 
the loss of the British submarine 
Poseidon off the China coast on 
June 9 , 19 31. Six members of her 
crew were able to escape by 
means of an air-tight sack of ox ­ 
y gen strapped to the chest, which 
they inflated as thew entered the 
airlock of a com partm ent.

Senator 
Ura %eeger of West Lebanon, 
John Bright Webb of Indianap o­ 
lis and Clau de McBride of Jeffer­ 
sonv ille op p osed it. 
Arnold said it was intended to 
take p olitics ou t of the p u blic 
schools. Op p onents charged it 
was designed to make the office 
ap p ointiv e. 
In the hou se, Sp eaker James 
M. Knap p (R-Hagerstown) called 
for economy and asked members 
to withdraw bills now p ending 
which wou ld increase gov ern­ 
mental costs. 
Taking him u p on the state­ 
ment, Rep . Timothy C. O’Connor 
(R-Frankfort) withdrew his bill 
to set aside $20,000 y early for IO 
y ears for a su rv ey of water re­ 
sou rces. 
Knap p p ointed ou t 32 p ending 
bills wou ld ap p rop riate $6,7 07 ,- 
250; 13 wou ld set u p State Boards 
of Commissions; three wou ld ex ­ 
tend liv es of p resent boards; 93 
wou ld raise local tax es, and only 
one wou ld do away with a stat^ 
board. 
Both hou ses got down to bu si­ 
ness and p assed more bills than 
on any p rev iou s day since the 
61-day session began Jan. 5. The 
senate ap p rov ed 13 and the 
hou se eight. Thirteen bills were 
introdu ced in the senate and 26 
in the hou se. 
The hou se, after debate, sent 
back to committee a Rep u blican 
p latform bill to rep eal a 1937 law 
ex emp ting the so-called “Two 
Per Cent Clu b,” Democratic cam­ 
p aign fu nd raising organization, 
from the Corru p t Practices Act, 
which req u ires financial rep orts 
from su ch grou p s. 
Democratic sp eaders said the 
G. O. P. bill as drawn actu ally 
wou ld rep eal the heart of the 
Corru p t Practices Act itself. Some 
Rep u blicans confirmed this in­ 
terp retation. 
Two hou se bills p assed the sen­ 
ate and went to Gov ernor Town­ 
send and the total of comp leted 
measu res went u p to fiv e. 
One of these bills, endorsed 45 
to I, sets aside $10,000 for a legal 
fight on efforts of sou thern gov ­ 
ernors to get lower freight rates 
for ship p ers in their states. The 
gov ernor has called the p rop osed 
rates “discriminatory ” to the 
north.

The other, p assed u nanimou s­ 
ly , au thorized the Health Board 
to sp end $7 5,000 for free p neu ­ 
monia, dip htheria, smallp ox and 
ty p hoid seru ms for the p oor. 
The hou se p assed, 87 to 6, a re- 
oealer of the 1937 tru ck weight 
tax law and, 92 to 5, a $625,000 
ap p rop riation to reimbu rse tru ck 
owners who p aid the tax . 
The senate ap p rov ed, 33 to 12, 
a bill to p rev ent widesp read u se 
of firearms by p rov iding for li­ 
censing of fireworks dealers and 
req u iring any body bu y ing su ch 
merchandise to p ost $1,000 bond. 
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History O f Gowdy Methodist 
Church Dates Back To 1840

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San Francisco, Feb. 8 (ZP)—In 
this age of close shav es and elec­ 
tric razors an estimated 20,000 
San 
Franciscans 
bold-facedly 
stroked beards in v ariou s stages 
of u n-dev elop ment today , bu t 
most of them didn’t know why . 
An eminent p sy chiatrist said it 
was becau se they were ex hibi­ 
tionists. 
Another 
said 
they 
sou ght romance. One said it was 
the mascu line ego crop p ing ou t. 
Another thou ght they merely 
wanted “to keep u p with the 
Joneses.” And still another called 
it p atriotism. 
The p atriotism was for San 
Francisco’s fiesta nex t week cel­ 
ebrating the op ening of the 
Golden Gate International Ex p o­ 
sition Feb. 18. The beards sp rou t­ 
ed sp ontaneou sly withou t official 
coax ing. 
Fiesta officials estimated 20,000 
men were growing, or try ing to 
grow beards. Hairy faces, they 
admitted, wou ld enhance the 
western or Sp anish costu mes all 
San Franciscans were asked to 
wear du ring the fiesta. 
Beards grew in all shap es and 
sizes, among them mu tton chop s, 
cop ies 
of old sty le 
western 
beards 
with 
only 
the 
neck 
shav ed, u ncomp limentary imita­ 
tions of S. S. Van Dy ne’s Van- 
dy cke, and a beard of the y ear. 
The newest, worn by Sam Mi- 
chelini, whose nep hew is a bar­ 
ber, bristled the words “World” 
“Fair” on either cheek with “39” 
p rotru ding hairly from the chin. 
“It’s ex hibitionism,” said a p sy ­ 
chiatrist who asked that his 
name be withheld and admitted 
his one attemp t at growing a 
mu stache was a dismal failu re. 
“It is inconsistent with the dig­ 
nity of San Francisco to hav e 
su ch p u blic ex hibitionism.” 
Two other p sy chiatrists agreed 
ex hibitionism entered into the 
beard growing. Two denied it. 
“It’s the mascu line ego,” ex ­ 
p lained another p sy chiatrist who 
didn’t want his name mentioned, 
“try ing to shoy manly strength.” 
Dr. Josep h Catton, who wou ld 
gladly grow a beard if other doc­ 
tors wou ld, commented, “many 
men 
who sp end their liv es 
p u nching the clock hav e no way 
to inv ite attention. A beard at­ 
tracts that attenion.”

“On somewhat rare occasions 
the senate, rely ing on an u nwrit­ 
ten ru le of senatorial cou rtesy , 
which ex ists in no p lace in the 
constitu tion, has rejected nomi­ 
nees on the grou nd of their being 
p ersonally obnox iou s to their 
senators, thu s v esting in indiv id­ 
u al senators what amou nts in 
effect to the p ower of nomina­ 
tion.” 
Glass had charged that Mr.

Glass and By rd read the Presi­ 
dent’s 
letter last night, bu t 
p ending a fu rther stu dy , had on­ 
ly terse comment. 
Glass told rep orters there was 
little in the letter worthy of dis­ 
cu ssion, bu t said he wou ld make 
a rep ly later—either on the sen­ 
ate floor or in a statement. 
“You can read the letter in 
v ain,” he said, “for any denial 
that Price was giv en a v eto ov er 
ou r recommendations.” 
Associates said Glass p lanned 
to make p u blic corresp ondence 
he had receiv ed from the Presi­ 
dent regarding the Roberts ap ­ 
p ointment. 
By rd’s o nly co mment wa s, “ we 
ma y ha v e o ur sa y la ter.”

Lou isv ille, Ky ., Feb. 8 (JP)— 
Health au thorities today immu n­ 
ized thou sands of eastern Ken­ 
tu cky mou ntain p eop le against 
p neu monia, influ enza and ty ­ 
p hoid—more feared than the ov ­ 
erflowing streams which swep t 
the hill cou ntry and flooded low­ 
lands. 
As rehabilitation p rogressed 
and the crest of the Ohio riv er 
slowly mov ed toward the Missis­ 
sip p i, the Works Progress Ad­ 
ministration was criticized by 
Rep resentativ e May (D-Ky ) for 
its “indefensible refu sal to co­ 
op erate” in aiding flood su fferers. 
E. A. Marv e, div isional WPA 
director here, said, howev er, that 
the Agency ’s workers were assist­ 
ing in ev acu ation of refu gees, 
“cleaning p ollu ted wells and cis- 
terms and aiding in the rep air of 
u tilities, bridges and water lines.” 
Vaccine for 250,000 p ersons was 
ru shed into the 30 flood-stricken 
mou ntain cou nties y esterday by 
Red Cross and Kentu cky Health 
Dep artment au thorities. 
The Ohio drop p ed at Hu nting­ 
ton, W. Va., and Cincinnati and 
rose slightly here and at down­ 
riv er p oints in Kentu cky ^nd In­ 
diana. Scores were driv en from 
their sou thern Indiana homes. 
At Hu ntington the riv er was at 
48 feet early today and drop p ing 
.25 feet* an hou r. The stage at 
Cincinnati was 58.25 feet and 
was falling at the rate of .01 foot 
an hou r. At midnight the Ohio 
stood at 33.8 feet here and was 
rising .1 foot ev ery two hou rs, ex ­ 
actly half as fast as it has risen 
for three or fou r day s. The same 
situ ation was tru e at Owensboro, 
where the water stood at 42.4 
feet. 
The Kentu cky , Licking' and 
Cu mberland riv ers were almost 
normal in eastern Kentu cky , bu t 
mu ddy , slimy roads made certain 
p arts of the section inaccessible. 
Rep . May said in Washington 
he had “made ev ery effort to in­ 
du ce the WPA to cu t their red 
tap e so that relief cou ld be giv en 
the p eop le Whose homes hav e 
been swep t by this flood, bu t 
Washington officials are stand­ 
ing on the orders of the federal 
director and refu sing to let their 
forces enter p riv ate p rop erty 
withou t the p ermission of the 
owners.” The p eop le in the flood 
area “are begging for aid,” May 
declared. 
Marv e said he believ ed May 
“wants to p u t idle mine workers 
on the relief rolls. Bu t we hav e 
ou r q u ota for the month and 
can’t ex ceed it, and ou r orders 
p rohibit u s from going on p riv ate 
p rop erty . Howev er, the Red Cross 
and the State Board of Health 
hav e asked u s to do so in many 
instances.” 
Au thorities 
said 
conditions 
were “not alarming” along the 
Ohio sou th of Cincinnati. They 
added there was no chance for a 
rep etition of the 1937 high mark. 
No p rep arations were being 
made at Padu cah for ev acu ation 
and St. Lou is rep orts said all 
danger from a seriou s flood on 
the St. Francis riv er in sou th­ 
east Missou ri ap p eared to hav e 
p assed.

In 1840 the first chu rch was 
bu ilt in Orange township , Ru sh 
cou nty . It was called Ebenezer 
Methodist Ep iscop al chu rch and 
was located two miles north of 
Moscow. 
At 
that 
time, 
“Ebenezer 
chu rch” was considered a large 
bu ilding, and was often crowded 
with p ersons eager to hear the 
p reaching. The bu ilding was de­ 
v oid of p aint, inside and ou t. 
The p u lp it was a large box af­ 
fair, boarded u p on all sides. It 
was entered by ascending three 
step s, going throu gh a door 
which was closed and fastened by 
a wooden bu tton, to keep chil­ 
dren and dogs ou t. 
The breast board was so high 
that a short p reacher cou ld 
scarcely see ov er it. The windows 
were small and high from the 
floor. 
**When serv ices were to be held 
at night, it was annou nced for 
“early 
candle 
lighting.” 
The 
p reacher asked the members to 
bring candles, and these were 
p laced in brackets which were 
hu ng on the wails. 
Ebenezer together with the 
two other Methodist chu rches of 
the township and fiv e or six ou t­ 
side the cou nty , were serv ed by 
the same p astor, assisted by the 
local p reachers. Most of them 
were able and efficient men, 
thou gh engaged in secu lar bu si­ 
ness du ring the week. We name a 
few: Robert McDu ffee, Thomas 
Jones and Daniel Tev is, the lat­ 
ter a su ccessfu l p hy sician, farm­ 
er and p reacher, the father of 
John S. Tev is and grand-father 
of Virgil Tev is, both able and 
well known p reachers. Also we 


cou ld name W. T. McMu llen 
called the “Wild Irishman.” At 
times in his enthu siasm he wou ld 
leap ov er the p u lp it into the al­ 
tar, walk u p and down the aisle, 
ex horting the p eop le. 
The first Methodist chu rch in 
Moscow was bu ilt in abou t 1855. 
The members from Ebenezer 
were transferred to Moscow* and 
old Ebenezer was torn down. 
In 1873 a rev iv al meeting was 
held three miles north of Moscow 
in a school hou se, and one y ear 
later a chu rch was bu ilt across 
the road from the school bu ild­ 
ing and for y ears was known as 
the “Ebenezer chu rch.” Immedi­ 
ately Moscow chu rch was aban­ 
doned, the membership being 
transferred to Ebenezer. This 
bu ilding was destroy ed by fire, 
Dec. 24th, 1897. In the su mmer of 
1898 the p resent chu rch bu ilding 
was erected and the name has 
since been changed to Gowdy 
Methodist chu rch. 
In Sep t. 1938 the chu rch mem­ 
bers decided to bu y the old 
school bu ilding and with the 
help of some v ery good friends, 
who were not members of the 
Gowdy chu rch, they not only 
bou ght the p rop erty bu t hav e fit­ 
ted it for u se as a kitchen and 
dining hall and hav e named it, 
“Gowdy chu rch annex .” On Fri­ 
day at 6:30 o’clock the chu rch 
members will serv e a co-op era­ 
tiv e su p p er to all p ersons, not 
members of the Gowdy chu rch, 
who hav e help ed with their time 
and money to make this v entu re 
a su ccess. After the su p p er the 
bu ilding will be dedicated by Dr. 
J. G. Moore, district su p erintend­ 
ent, assisted by the Rev . Merritt 
Machlan and Dr. J. T. Scu ll.
